Germans Destroy Port of 
Almena After Spaniards 
Bomb Warship, Killing 23 


Berlin, May 31 I AP)—The Ger-

This marked the eighth consecutive 
week in which a decrease was re­ 
ported. The number of persons re­ 
maining on relief at the close of the 
week was 436,852.

the cruiser Deutschland Saturday 
and killing of 23 members of her 
crew by Spanish government war 
planes. 
Additional ships of the German 
navy were ordered to Spanish wa­ 
ters immediately to reinforce the at­ 
tacking fleet. 
The communique issued by the 
German government said: 
"As a reprisal for the criminal 
assault by Red bombers on the 
armoured cruiser Deutschland ly­ 


ing at anchor, the fortified harbor 
of Almena was shelled during the 
morning hours by German sea 
forces. 
After the port was de­ 
stroyed the opposing Hod bat­ 
teries 
silenced, 
the 
retaliatory 
action was broken off and ended. 
"Additional ships of the Ger­ 
man war fleet will take to sea im­ 
mediately to reinforce our fight­ 
ing units in Spanish waters.” 
Twenty-three sailors were killed 
and 83 injured, 19 seriously, when 
the Spanish government bombing 
squadron attacked the German war­ 
ship Saturday at dusk off Ibiza in 
the Insurgent-held Balearic isles.

The quotation was the j 
text for the sermon, "The Triumph­ 
al Life" and was taken from 2nd 
Corinthians 2:14. 
Life may be divided into three 
parts, the Rev. Mr. Sternat said. 
For an illustration of these divi­ 
sions he used Moses. The first pe­ 
riod in Moses’ life was one of com­ 
placency. or rather, the time w'hen 
he was seen in the universities and 
courts of Egypt. This was a period 
of learning. 
Period of Reaction Second 
Next came the period of reaction, 
which is the life Moses lived during 
the slaying of the Egyptians and 
during his experiences as a shep­ 
herd on the plains. And then, after 
his experiences on the plains. Moses’ 
life entered the third period, which 
was one of progressive triumph. It 
was then that he permitted God to 
work through him, the preacher 
said. 
The Divine was being ex­ 
pressed through the life of Moses 
for the children of Israel. 
Modern life also is divided into

(Continued from First Page) 
waves of the Atlantic on their way 
to religious freedom in Maryland— 
A French priest in the heart of anti­ 
catholic London, courageously do­ 
ing his duty as chaplain to the 
Duchess of York, the last Catholic 
Queen of England—A nun whose 
saintly life was coming to a close 
in 1690 in her cell at the Visitan- 
dines in Paray-le-Monlal—A Catho­ 
lic France stirred to the depths by 
the revelations of our Blessed Lord 
on the love of His Sacred Heart for 
mankind—The long dreary years in 
Maryland after 1092. when Intol­ 
erance was reborn by those who 
had 
cast 
aside Calvery’s 
large- 
hearted laws on religious liberty— 
The coining, of Catholic settlers to 
this strip of land where at the time 
no one was certain whether the 
anti-Catholic code of Maryland or 
the “Great Law” of William Penn 
prevail: 
Is it possible that these far-flung 
events of the past are part of the 
historical background to the begin­ 
nings of Catholic life here in Cone- 
wago? 
Though thousands of miles sep­ 
arate this venerable House of God 
from these happenings across the 
sea. there Is a bond between them 
and Conewago which time will never 
sever. 
Th* founder of the Company of 
Jesus, St, Ignatius Loyola, whose 
valiant sons of Maryland and Penn­ 
sylvania ministered to the Catholics 
ai this Valley for over two hundred 
years—Cardinal William Allen and 
the celebrated Jesuit, Father Robert 
Persons, who founded what became 
the favorite school for American 
Catholic boys during the seven­ 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, the 
College of St Omer—Father Claude 
de la Colombiere and his great peni­ 
tent. St. Margaret Mary Alacoque. 
These are some of the names that 
must be enscribed on the first page 
of Conewago’s history. 
When then does that history be­ 
gin? 
Not In 1787, when this sturdy old 
church was finished and opened for 
divine service, because it is the sec­ 
ond edice to be built here. 
Not in 1753, when Father M at­ 
thias Manners became the first resi­ 
dent pastor here, for it is on record 
th at he enlarged the “Log Chapel*’ 
which had been built in 1741 by Fa­ 
ther William Wappeler; and not 
even in 1741, for Mass had been said 
few a score of years before this in 
the old stone manor house—the 
“Mass House” as it is still affec­ 
tionately called to our own day. 
Not in 1721, when the priest who 
laid the corner-stone of our Faith 
in 
Philadelphia, 
Father 
Joseph 
Greaton. first came to this region 
and rallied the Catholics of this Val­ 
ley into a congregation, for among 
the relics discovered here years ago 
in the graves of the Indians were 
found evidences of the Catholic 
Faith. 
2 Other Missions 
The very word 
Conewago” itself 
takes us back almost another cen­ 
tury, for there were two other Jes­ 
uit missions with the same name: 
Caughnawaga on the St. Lawrence, 


where sleeps in eternal repose the 
saintly Indian maiden, Catherine 
Tekakwitha, the “Lily of the Mo­ 
hawks”; 
and Caughnawaga near 
Aurlesvllle, In New York, where 
Saints Isaac Jogues, Rene Goupil 
and John Lalande were martyred 
for the Faith. 
Though its early history may lie 
shrouded in mist, Pennsylvania's 
Conewago has an honorable place 
among the hundreds of missions 
founded by the Jesuits during the 
first epoch of the activity of their 
Society. The Churches founded by 
St. Francis Xavier in India, Japan 
and China; the missions begun in 
the Philippine Island in 1579; those 
of Euhippla where St. Ignatius him ­ 
self sent one of his sons in 1554; 
the missions of South 
America, 
where in Paraguay in 1610 the Jes­ 
uit Reductions became the greatest 
Christian social experiment of mod­ 
ern times; our own Georgia where 
the first Jesuit martyr in the pres­ 
ent United States died for the Faith 
in 1566; and our own Virginia, where 
along the Rappahannock eight Jes­ 
uits were martyred in 1571 — all 
these are part of the glorious legacy 
brought to Conewago by the priests 
of Maryland. 
In three successive streams the 
Jesuits came to this part of the 
New World. One reached Mexico in 
1572, 
and 
soon 
their 
missions, 
schools and colleges were ta be 
found at strategic places from Mex­ 
ico City to our Southwest and Cali­ 
fornios. 
A second wave came in 
1611 to Canada, and before a cen­ 
tury had passed, they were laboring 
as teachers and missionaries from 
Quebec to New Orleans. 
A few 
years later in 1634, a third group 
came with Father Andrew White 
and began its hallowed settlement 
at St. Mary’s City iii Maryland. 
Greater Significance 
Little wonder then that the fore­ 
most living American historian, not 
a Catholic, lias recently written: 
“No phase of western hemisphere 
history reveals greater heroism, and 
few have greater significance, than 
that of the Jesuit missions.” 
Conewago shares in this greater 
heroism and this greater signifi­ 
cance. 
In his letter convoking the clergy 
and laity of this diocese to meet 
here for the one hundred and fif­ 
tieth anniversary of this church. 
His Excellency, the Bishop of H ar­ 
risburg, 
has 
written 
a sentence 
which gives the keynote to our day 
of Jubilee. 
“Conewago," the bishop says, “be­ 
longs to America, not merely to a 
parish or to a diocese, because it was 
the sacred gateway through which 
passed the saintly and zealous mis­ 
sionaries who carried the light of 
the true Faith eastward and west­ 
ward into the frontiers of our land, 
long generations before the found­ 
ing of our beloved nation.” 
“The sacred gateway” 
No nobler 
title could have been chosen for 
an‘lent Conewa go. It was t hrough 
this sacred gateway that the first 
resident pastor of what ie now the 
great metropolitan centre of Ca­ 
tholicism in this State, Philadelphia 
—Father Greaton, passed in 1721; 


and had there been no dispute be­ 
tween Pennsylvania and Maryland 
over this strip of territory, Father 
Greaton would not have been forced 
to wait until 1732 to begin the 
church we all lovingly call “Old St. 
Joseph’s—The 
only 
public

for Catholic worship in all British 
America at that time. 
Catholic Traditions 
How short the span appears to be 
from Father G reatens day to our 
own! 
And yet in the more than two 
hundred years that span bridges, 
what an abundant story might be 
written of the cooperation of Bish­ 
ops, priests and people in preserving 
at this sacred gateway all the splen­ 
did Catholic traditions of the Ger­ 
man, English and Irish ancestors of 
this parish. 
It is with a sense of profound 
gratitude to the clergy and laity of 
the past that we are assembled to 
do them honor this morning. 
Nothing in all that past mars our 
happiness on this occasion, and our 
joy is increased a hundred-fold by 
the fact that we recognize in your 
presence, my Lord Cardinal, the 
successor of Father Greaton and his 
fellow-laborers in the vineyard of 
Philadelphia and of those bishops 
and archbishops who trave guided 
the progress of the Faith in our 
beloved State of Pennsylvania. 
Honored 
likewise 
are 
we 
this 
morning by the gracious attendance 
of His Excellency, the Hon. George 
Howard Earle, Governor of this 
State, of the members of his staff, 
and of civic officials representing 
towns and cities of this vicinity. 
Many splendid characters, ecclesi­ 
astic and lay, have woven themselves 
into Conewago’s life story. 
Through 
this 
sacred 
gateway 
priests and people passed to and 
from other congregations in Har­ 
risburg. Lancaster, York, Carlisle, 
Gettysburg, 
Bonneauville, 
South 
Mountain, 
Littlestown, 
Hanover, 
McSherrystown, New Oxford, Para­ 
dise, 
Emmitsburg, 
Goshenhoppen, 
Philadelphia and other centers. 
Through this sacred gateway w ent1 
those intrepid soldiers of Christ— j 
to mention only a few of the Jesuits 
who lavored here in the eighteenth 
century: 
Henry 
Neale, 
William 
Wappeler, Theodore Schneider, once | 
President of the University of Hei- { 
delberg, Ferdinand Farmer who die, j 
Archbishop Carroll tells us, in the 
odor of sanctity, Matthias M anners,! 
James Frambach and James Pel- 
lentz, who was vicar-general to our 
first bishop, John Carroll, and who 1 
built this church between 1785 and 
1787, dedicating it to the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. 
Progress of Faith 
With a fame now greater perhaps 
than all these priests, there came 
to Conewago in 1795, “a scion of 
one of the oldest, wealthiest a n d ; 
most illustrious families of Russia,” 
the prince-priest Demetrius Gallit­ 
zin who left here at the turn of the I 
century to become the Apostle of 
western Pennsylvania. It was dur- \ 
ing Father Gallitzin^ pastorate that 
there was born here on February 12. 
1797, one of the foremost pioneer 
bishops of the nineteenth century— 


John Timon, the first bishop of 
Buffalo, and the predecessor in a 
See once governed by His Eminence 
the Cardinal Archbishop of Phila­ 
delphia. 
Much more could be said on the 
progress of the faith here. 
Thirty years after Father Gallit­ 
zin left Conewago, Bishop Francis 
Patrick Kenrick, at the close of 
what may be considered the most 
outstanding day in the long history 
of this church, September 26, 1830, 
wrote in his diary: “Religion is a 
strong virtue in this congregation 
through the zeal and energy of the 
good Fathers of the Society of 
Jesus." 
That morning at this altar Bishop 
Kenrick raised to the subdeaconate: 
Francis Xavier Gartland, who be­ 
came first bishop of Savannah; 
Tnomas R. Butler, who was later to 
be the sixth president of Mount St. 
Mary’s college, Emmitsburg, and erne 
of the most beloved priests of Phila­ 
delphia, Edward Sourin, vicar-gen- 
eral of th at diocese, who ended his 
long life as a Jesuit. 
Historic Solemnity 
But what adds to the historic sol­ 
emnity of the occasion was the pres­ 
ence of Fathers John Baptist Purcell 
and Simon Gabriel Brute, who were 
soon to be raised to the episcopate— 
the former to the See of Cincinnati 
and the latter to the See of Vin­ 
cennes. They were then presidents 
of the college and of the seminary 
of Mount St. Mary's, Emmitsburg. 
It would be instructive to take 
Conewago as a vantage-ground to 
pass in review the entire progress 
of our church in the United States 
under the federal Constitution whose 
sesqui-centennial is also being cele­ 
brated this year, to come* down year 
by year through the past century 
and a half and to tell the story of 
all that this chapel has witnessed in 
the development of the nation and 
of the church. 
But there is something far closer 
to our hearts than history this 
morning. 
It is the fact th at here at Cone­ 
wago there was dedicated for the 
first time in the United States, and 
probably in all North America, if 
not in the entire Catholic world, a 
church in honor of the Sacred Heart 
of Christ. 
Again we stand at a sacred gate­ 
way. 
Every priest who labored here 
from 1787 to our own day, has real­ 
ized that here from Conewago, east­ 
ward and westward, went the devo­ 
tion which has won the love of the 
entire American church, a devotion 
whose fundamental doctrine teaches 
us how infinitely the Heart of our 
Blessed Lord beats for the spiritual 
happiness of mankind. Here under 
this roof, the revelations made to 
St. Margaret Mary Alacoque, ebout 
the very time the fin* Cathodic 
settlers came to Conewago, were re­ 
peated to these generations of the 
past. 
Truly, then, in the words 
which Pope Leo X III used about 
Paray-le-Monial, where this devo­ 
tion began—codo gratisslsmum op- 
pidum—“a 
town 
very 
dear 
to 
Heaven”—may be applied to Cone­ 
wago of the Sacred Heart. 


Conewago’s Charm 
Every phase of Conewago’s exter­ 
nal or visible history has a special 
charm for us today, but it is in the 
inner devotional life of its children, 
so many of whom are at rest here in 
God’s Acre, th at her true meaning 
must be sought. 
It is in the invisible action of the 
H eart of Christ upon the hearts of 
the generations of men and women 
who once lived here, that the divine 
life of Conewago must be found. 
It is in her spiritual inspiration 
which has sent so many of her 
young men and women through this 
gateway into the priesthood and sis­ 
terhoods of this and other dioceses. 
In the changes that have inevita­ 
bly come during the past one hun­ 
dred and fifty years, Conewago’s 
Shrine of the Sacred Heart has 
grown somewhat lonelier; but joy is 
with her thus morning as she be­ 
holds so many of her children and 
her children’s children back again 
from near and far to celebrate her 
great jubilee. 
She is thrilled with the presence 
of so m any priests—-some her own 
sons have offered the Holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass at this her altar. 
She is overjoyed at the sight of 
these devoted nuns with the hun­ 
dreds 
of 
little 
ones they 
have 
brought from all parts of this dio­ 
cese to raise their lovely voices in 
praise to the Lord this glorious ju­ 
bilee morning. 
She is glad beyond words that, 
after all these years in the service 
of God, she has been found so worthy 
in the eyes of the Bishop of this 
See, th at henceforth tills Church 
will 
be known as the National 
Shrine of the Sacred Heart. 
She is delighted that the celebra­ 
tion of her jubilee coincides with an 
anniversary' th at is being kept in 
every part of the known world this 
morning—the eightieth birthday of 
His Holiness, our Holy Father, Pius 
XI, Whom may Almighty God long 
preserve to the 
Church, and 
for 
Whose recovery hundreds of m il­ 
lions of 
Catholics received 
Holy 
Communion yesterday morning in 
thanksgiving. 
First American Home 
But above all else, this happiest 
of mornings, when she remembers 
the unparalleled manifestation o f 
love shown to Hie Blessed Christ in 
the Sacram ent of the Altar only a 
short time ago, away across to tile 
other end of the earth, at Manila, 
in those Islands where he began, as 
the first American bishop, that dis­ 
tinguished career of labor and of 
sacrifice which has made his name 
known the world over—above all 
else, here in the presence of the 
Papal 
Legate to the Eucharistic 
Congress of Manila, the brave old 
m other’s heart of Conewago flows 
over with gratitude at the honor 
His Eminence, Cardinal Dougherty, 
has shown to thus first American 
home of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 
Your presence here, my Lord Car­ 
dinal, has already accomplished the 
dearest wish of the Ordinary of this 
Diocese. 
Bishop Leech is handing

Who knows, when the bicenten­ 
nial of this Shrine comes to be cel­ 
ebrated in 
1987—fifty years from

To all, then, who watch and lis­ 
ten this morning, as tins host of 
little children of the diocese begins 
the majestic strains of the Credo, 
a message, penned a half-century 
ago by one of Conewago’s mast loy­ 
al sons, may well be recalled: 
“Guard 
Conewago as 
best you 
may, and at any cost from every 
influence of dilapidation. Count its 
stones as you w-ould jewels of a 
crown; set watches about it as if at 
th e gates of a besieged city; bind it 
together with iron where it loosens,

These seven episodes comprised 
the pageant: 
1. A living flag was formed to 
signify the cause for which Memori­ 
al Day is a national institution; and 
th e glory of a country dedicated to 
religious freedom. 
2. Father White, the apostle of 
Maryland, made his appearance with 
th e crews of the ark and the dove. 
The cross was planted and the eter­ 
nal tragedy of the Cross, was shown 
and the mass that was celebrated 
for the first time (March 25, 1634) 
in Maryland, was shown. 
3. William Penn, surrounded by 
Quakers; Irish, Welsh and German 
Catholics and Mennonites, Amish 
and Dunkards, met with the Indians 
to proclaim his “Great Law," assur­ 
ing freedom of worship to all in the 
Keystone state. 
4. A meeting with the Indians is 
held by Governor Keith: it gave a 
vivid picture of trading and compro­ 
mising with the first inhabitants of 
America. 
5. The first mass at Conewago in 
1787 by Father Greaton was depict­ 
ed. 
6. The Declaration of Independ­ 
ence was the theme for this scene. 
It portrayed the achievement of re­ 
ligious liberty and the seeking after 
civil liberty. 
7. In conclusion, a living cross 
symbolized the one planted by F ath ­ 
er White in 1721 and upheld by 
Father Greaton has flowered into 
the heritage of Conewago chapel.

Two familiar veterans of the Civil 
war were seen in cars in the pro­ 
cession that moved from the Meade 
school building at 2 o’clock and in 
seats of honor on the rostrum at 
the cemetery. They were Major Cal­ 
vin Gilbert, 98, Gettysburg last Civil 
war veteran and the oldest veteran 
in the county; and Noah Ogden 
Woodruff, 92, Elizabeth, New Jersey, 
who has attended Memorial Day ex­ 
ercises here for the last seven years. 
Crowds lined the flag-decorated 
streets of Gettysburg this afternoon 
as throngs gathered to witness the 
annual exercises at this historic 
shrine. 
The parade, led by an escort of 
two highway patrolmen, moved at 2 
o’clock from Meade school building. 
Chief Marshal Leroy H. Winebren- 
ner and his aides, Robert E. Tipton 
and Henry Carbaugh rode at the 
head of the column of hundreds of 
Gettysburg school children. 
Three 
bands furnished music for the pro­ 
cession. The Gettysburg high school 
band preceded the school children 


with their bouquets of flowers. 
Gettysburg Boy Scouts were near 
the head of the line and the I. O. 
O. F. band of Taneytown, Maryland, 
followed. 
The local Pennsylvania 
National Guard company immedi­ 
ately preceded the cars in which 
Major Gilbert and Mr. Woodruff 
rode. 
United Spanish war veterans 
and members of the local camp of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars led 
marching World war veterans from 
the Gettysburg post and neighbor­ 
ing posts in Pennsylvania and Mary­ 
land.

And so It was th a t brave men by 
the tens of thousands gave up their 
lives on this historic field on three 
days from July first, 1863. 
It la a 
field thrice hallowed—hallowed by 
the sacrifice of the lives of brave 
men, by the victory here attained 
which prevented the dissolution of 
the Union of the States and by the 
immortal words of Abraham Lincoln 


perceive the truth worth of the sac­ 
rifice men made here at Gettysburg. 
And we are able to attribute to It 
a value immensely greater than the 
meagre one we formerly granted. 
For, a country saved from dismem­ 
berm ent on this battlefield has gone 
forward seeking to attain the Ideals 
Its founders conceived until 
it Is 
now a nation of 130 million souls. 
They have m et reverses as well as 
victories In their titanic struggle to­ 
ward the goal of “life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness!”

and

ground as a National Cemetery on 
November 19, 1863. 
Rededicate Ourselves 
We gather today to honor the 
dead of Gettysburg, as Lincoln hon­ 
ored 
them and as 
all Americans 
m ust honor 
them for all 
time. T hat 
honor to the dead of Gettysburg we 
render with full and undiminished 
love and gratitude. 
And we come 
today, also, to obey the Inspired be­ 
hest of Lincoln th a t "It Is for us, 
the living, rather to be dedicated 
here to the unfinished work which 
they who fought here have thus far 
so nobly advanced” and th at "we 
here 
highly 
resolve th a t 
these dead 
shall not have died In vain; th at 
this nation under God shall have a 
new birth of freedom.” 
We rededi­ 
cate ourselves as Lincoln did "to the 
great task rem aining before 
us— 
th at from these honored dead we 
tftke 
increased 
devotion 
to 
th a t 
cause for which they gave the last 
full measure of devotion.” 
I am of the mind th a t the "cause” 
referred to in these never-to-be-for­ 
gotten words has a more expansive 
meaning today th a t when it was 
uttered. 
Lincoln, at th a t time, was 
the responsible head of a govern­ 
m ent waging a regrettable Civil war. 
His kind and gentle nature abhorred 
war. especially the war of brother 
against 
brother, 
as 
Intensely 
as 
any m an may; and quite as in ­ 
tensely as we do today when the 
whole world gropes for the formula 
of peace which the nobler nature 
of man demands. 
Fought for Union 
But, Lincoln was contending for a 
great cause—for the continuance of 
a nation whole and indivisible, for 
a united country and a great people 
cemented into a single unit. It was 
for th a t cause the dead we honor 
today died and for which Lincoln 
spoke. Still, we m ast bear in mind 
th at while the winning of the then 
existing war was 
the 
imm ediate 
cause." Lincoln and the brave dead 
who lie here at Gettysburg did not 
give "the last full measure of de­ 
votion” for the glorification of war, 
for the emoluments of conquest or 
the trium phs of victory. 
No; let us 
thank God! 
Americans have never 
been given to such self-stultlffea- 
tion! 
They fought and died to pre­ 
serve the Union, to assure the con­ 
tinued existence of a great nation 
dedicated to "life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness” with a con­ 
stitution 
established 
"to 
form 
a 
more perfect union, establish jus­ 
tice. insure domestic tranquility, pro­ 
vide for the common defense, pro­ 
mote the general welfare, and se­ 
cure the blessings of liberty to our­ 
selves and our posterity." 
This was the cause for which Lin­ 
coln fought and for which those who 
peacefully sleep around us where we 
stand today died. 
It was such a 
people th a t Lincoln asked on this 
sacred field to dedicate themselves 
th at this nation under God shall 
have a new birth of freedom." a 
nation entirely of the people and 
existing for the welfare and happi­ 
ness of the people, which he pray­ 
ed "shall not perish from the earth.” 
Nation Goes Forward 
Peace and tranquility reign today 
on this once tum ultuous battlefield; 
the dead lie calm and honored at 
rest. 
In the progress of time the 
scroll of history has unrolled and 
we, who have so greatly benefitted 
from the sacrifices of the heroic dead 
lying around us may survey with 
th a t far g rey er perspective 
time 
provides the momentous events oc­ 
curring here and which may ap­ 
praise with respect to the life and 
destiny of the American nation of 
today. 
It is in th at perspective th at we

America, among our people, forces 
have ceaselessly been stirring, driv­ 
ing slowly but determ inedly toward 
adjustm ents of our economic and 
industrial life which shall stabilize 
it for a perm anent practical op­ 
eration th at will insure to all in­ 
stead of to only a few, their homes, 
their prosperity and the happiness 
of their families as well as of them ­ 
selves. 
Importance of Sacrifice 
In this new war to protect their 
homes and firesides from invasion 
—the invasion of poverty—to pro­ 
vide opportunity for all to work 
and earn their living, for security 
in their jobs and in their homes, 
the 
American 
people today may 
perceive 
the first glimmer of a 
ripened destiny foreshadowed, even 
proclaimed, both in their Declaration 
of Independence and in their Con­ 
stitution. 
It is when we consider th at w ith­ 
out the heroic sacrifice of the dead 
of Gettysburg in holding our coun­ 
try united and making possible its 
continued existence as one nation 
the 
attainm ent 
of 
this 
supreme 
ideal of Americanism 
would have 
been impossible th at we begin to 
realize the true im portance and the 
eternal greatness of the value of th at 
sacrifice which those who died here 
made for their country. 
Here gather Americans each year 
on 
Memorial Day to honor the 
memories of heroes who lie about as 
buried in the glory of their great 
achievement. Surely none may en ­ 
ter the field of G ettysburg unstir­ 
red by em otions of the deepest pa­ 
triotism which should include love 
of all our people as well as love of 
our country. 
And, today w ith the 
thoughts in mind which I have Just 
expressed, can we stand here with 
the dead in glory unmoved by the 
inspirational 
motive 
to 
consider 
with compassion the 
living 
dead 
who toil in factory and mine, in the 
mill, on the farm, and above all the 
over nine millions of our people 
whose- failure to secure employm ent 
condemns 
them 
to 
an 
existence 
which to real Americans, is a liv­ 
ing death far worse 
than 
death 
itself. 
They are 
denied 
a 
right 
held dear by all free people—the 
right to work; to provide for them ­ 
selves and their loved ones so th at 
they. too. may join with the more 
fortunate among us in the general 
pursuit of life, liberty and h ap ­ 
piness. 
End P reset Crisis 
Let this then be the glorious oc­ 
casion of another dedication; let it 
be the dedication of the will of the 
whole American people to bring to 
an end at once and for all time, the 
awful crisis in which the nation has 
been engulfed during the last eight 
years. 
How idle it 
is, 
how 
futile, 
to 
glorify with words alone the sacri­ 
fices which were made by our heroic 
forbears 
and 
by 
the 
dead 
of 
F landers Field in order th a t we liv­ 
ing today m ight have the oppor­ 
tunities which are ours to provide 
for a happy and prosperous life for 
all Americans, if we are not moved 
to act to the attainm ent of that 
end. 
The dead of Gettysburg opened 
the way to us. through the growth, 
expansion, the wealth 
and 
pros­ 
perity of a great and united coun­ 
try, to erect in America a structure 
of social jastlce for all upon a foun­ 
dation of economic and industrial 
law which would establish a social 
rule and order of living In full con­ 
sonance with the inspiring promises 
of both the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence 
and 
the 
Constitution. 
Should we, inspired by the sacrifices 
of the dead of this historic field, be 
moved to th a t great and worthy a t­ 
tainm ent, how well should we then 
honor the memories of those who 
died here, and how fittingly pay 
tribute of lasting gratitude to them 
for giving up their lives through 
love of country. 
Destructive Forces At Work 
Abraham Lincoln and the men of 
Gettysburg faced a great crisis in 
an unselfish spirit of true patrio­ 
tism. 
The existence of the coun­ 
try 
they 
loved 
was 
threatened. 
They won an im m ortal victory. So. 
also, we of today have faced in the 
cataclysm ic changes of recent times 
another crisis carrying 
the 
same 
threat. 
T his crisis struck terror to 
the very hearts of our people and 
drove them apart from one another, 
to gather in groups and classes. 
I 
am 
inclined 
to 
think 
th a t 
the 
m ighty and m alignant 
forces 
Let 
loose in the tim es of this m odern 
crisis were more insidious and far 
more destructive than those which 
tossed our country into turm oil in 
the Civil war. 
It is well, then; indeed. I regard 
it as im perative th at we turn our 
minds to thoughts of G ettysburg; 
th a t we study again the lessons of 
this m em orable field and then, in 
the light of w hat we have seen this 
latest crisis has brought about in 
disruption and in 
dissolution 
of 
form er ties th a t bound; in the dis­ 
sipation of much of w hat Americans 
held m ast dear, we firmly resolve 
"th at these honored dead shall not 
have died in vain.” 
inspired and 
m otivated by th a t thought let us 
move 
forward, 
unham pered 
bv 
doubts and unafraid, to equalize the 
benefits to be 
derived 
from 
the 
limitless resources of this our be­ 
loved country; to make truly free 
and open to all the opportunities it 
affords in such m anner as shall in­ 
sure a sound and perm anent re­ 
union of all our people in the spirit 
of real Americanism even as G ettys­ 
burg insured the reunion of the 
warring states. 
It is for us to take the resolution 
th at these living dead, the under 
privileged 
and 
the 
unemployed, 


shall not be buried—for theirs would 
be a burial devoid of the honors and 
the glory of those at Gettysburg— 
but th a t we shall open to them the 
door to life, to liberty and to the 
pursuit of a happiness which shall 
not be so shadowy and illusory they 
may never hope to grasp it. 
I hold it to be the highest duty 
of governm ent to accomplish the 
security of its people. 
Where can 
there* be even a glimmer of happi­ 
ness when the ghasts of poverty 
stalks the dawn of every day. 
How 
may people enjoy their daily lives 
when haunted by the grisly fpar of 
senile dependance Inexorably creep­ 
ing toward them . labor, contrive and 
struggle as they may? 
Can there 
be "life. liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness" in a land where its peo­ 
ple are devoid of a sense of security; 
where nothing is more real and cer­ 
tain than insecurity? 
No! 
True 
Americanism Is not made of such 
stuff as that. 
There can be no 
land of the free or home of the 
brave where such conditions prevail. 
Opportunity for Everyone 
Governm ent should not exist sole­ 
ly for and of itself— for the primary 
purposes only of m aintaining law 
and order, for holding inviolate the 
sovereignty of the states and of the 
nation. 
We 
m aintain the states 
and their sovereignty and the n a ­ 
tional governm ent not for 
them ­ 
selves but th a t the people and all 
the people, each and every one of 
them, shall have the right and tile 
opportunity to earn a living, to set 
up and keep up a real home, to 
rear and educate children so th at 
they may In the future be of some 
use to themselves and to the social 
order and in addition, enjoy the 
right to worship God and have the 
religioas 
experiences 
their 
con­ 
sciences crave. 
By this I do not mean or advo­ 
cate governm ental paternalism , but 
rather th a t government should ex­ 
ercise its obvious functions and re­ 
deem the promises held out to the 
people In thane inspired documents 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence 
and the C onstitution of the United 
States, 
the 
150th anniversary of 
which we are fittingly celebrating 
this year. 
Precepts of this kind

I assure you. if you se^k to find 
there recorded the story of a happy 
people and of a thriving and pros­ 
perous nation unless its leadership 
has been one which has been. able 
to look with penetrating vision and 
broad wisdom far into the future. 
And there in the glowing future, 
successful leadership, and only suc­ 
cessful leadership, has been able to 
perceive and to recognize at their 
true value those elemental 
truths 
which if employed and adopted in 
the operation of governmental poli­ 
cies affect and direct the lives of its 
citizens into channels 
leading 
to 
genuine 
security 
and 
happiness 
Pennsylvania hi the post was noted 
for its leadership among the states 
of our country. 
The great events 
of 
the crucial 
days when inde­ 
pendence was declared and liberty 
fought for. when patriots did and 
dared and the founders framed and 
gave us th a t great charter of our 
liberties, thp 
constitution—all 
oc­ 
curred in 
Pennsylvania. 
In this 
new day let Pennsylvania reassume 
th at role of leadership of the peo­ 
ple and 
from 
this sacred battle 
ground dedicated to our heroic dead 
may the inspiration of th at leader­ 
ship once more go forth. 
Youth Impatient 
America today is teeming with 
life, and thirsts for activity, 
im ­ 
patiently it m arks time, ready and 
waiting for the word: 
"Forward! 
M arch!” 
Tile youth of the land are eager 
and expectant. 
Their races are to 
the future; their backs to the past. 
Through their Very beings, through 
their hearts and souls, surge tum ul- 
tuoas urgings to action. 
The spirfi 
of enterprise and the will to do and 
dare 
anim ates 
them. 
Their 
thoughts are not of death nor of 
defeatism, but they lust with joy­ 
ful confidence for the battle of life 
Not for the battle of death, of guns 
and bayonets, and destruction but 
for the battle of life—for the atta in ­ 
m ent of the fuller, more expensive, 
more intelligent life of abundance 
resting on the foundation of secur­ 
ity. They have no time for the bar­ 
barous brutality, the dizzy waste of 
blood and treasure, the appalling 
extravagance and obvioas futility of 
war. 
Vivid in their impressionable 
minds is the picture of the “Vic­ 
tory Ball” as painted by the poet. 
Alfred Noyes: 


"Victory! 
Victory! 
On with the dance 
Back to the jungle 
The new beasts prance. 
God, how the dead men 
Grin by the wall 
W atching the fun 
Of the Victory Ball.” 


Neither Is there a place in their 
minds nor in those of their elders 
in 1937 for a philosophy of life or 
a 
theory 
of 
government 
which 
predicates ten millions of the living 
dead. 
Security Ahead? 
Young America pants for a place 
in the front ranks in the line of 
m arch which shall 
represent our 
industrial and economic leadership 
throughout the world. They do not 
forget nor fail to lienor those whose 
sublime sacrifice on this field in 
1863 made possible the great and 
teeming nation of today—a new and 
better day with more profound and 
far-visioned ideas. 
And so, G ettys­ 
burg, in all its glory, must ever re­ 
main in our grateful memories not 
a symbol of death, but a symbol of 
life; not merely a place which turns 
our thoughts to vague and dreamy 
retrospect 
in 
awe 
and 
sadness, 
flecked with illusions of an all too 
rapidly passing glory; but one which 
through the great sacrifices here 
made and the determ ination that 
“these dead shall not have died in 
vain,” turns our 
faces 
resolutely 


away from war and toward a prom ­ 
ised land of peace and security the 
fortunate people of which shall en­ 
joy “life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness."
